New Orleans, Nov. 29. This morning's

papers publish a communication dated Havana,
November 25, signed Antonio L'icre, Secretary,
purpoitinc to be trom the representatives of the
Provisional Republican Government ot Cuba,

in the town of Bayaino, retuiimr,
tbe reimrts circulated in reference to the revo-
lutionary movements in Cuba. They say that
tbe propositions lor delay, or to lay down their
arms on condition of tbe Captain-Gf-uer-

guaranteeing certain reforms, were ec i ulully
and unbesitatinaly rejected bv tbe mvoletionary
chiefs: that they are not tih'ting lor reform bat
tor iiidei endence.

Tbey conclude: "We, who are fully Informed
of everything gpinfj on, arid particularly well
informed as to the plaos of the revolutionary
leaders, with whom we are in communication,
beg to assert most positively that, lar from
being disposed to lay down our arms, we are
about to strike a blow thrt will echj on toe
Continent. We will lay down our arms when
Kpain rhall have tecorrnized onr independence.
and not bMore. uotwithstanoine Spanish asser-
tions and rumors to the contrary." By order ot
the Revolutionary Junta, now in session in tbe
city ol Havana, the 25.b day of November, 1808.

Their gains
in ihe present instances are also nnd jubudly
attributable largely to the indittcieuce ot the
Liberals, who were rendered careless by the
heavy majorities they had Eccured during the
flrst(eek ot the elections.

Foreign Art Items.
At a recent meeting of tbe Historical and

Arcliirologlcal Association of Ireland, the Kv.
J. Graves reported the means whfoli have
been taken for the preservation of the tower
of St. Franoia' Abbey, Kilkenny. The Com-

mittee, although not amply supplied with
fnnds, had determintd not to take the chanoes
of another winter, but propped the tower with
two Btrong metal pillars. More, however,
netda to be done, aa the masonry of the
southern haunch of the tower mast be made
good. Money is required for this purpose,
the liberal aid of Mr. Smithwiok not buIUjIuj.
As to the famous Round Tower at Clouraao-noise- ,

the same gentleman stated that 101)

Lad been subscribed towards the repairing
of the Seven Churches; the ctp of tbe
lesser round tower, which had Buffered from
lightning, needed securing, and the weather-damag- e

to the walls making good. 17 had
Veen subscribed to repair the cap of the tower,
and this work is progressing satisfactorily.
The old etones which had fallen were re-

placed; where new ones were needed they are
to le of limestone, a material which is em-
ployed to distinguish the new work from the
old, of sandstone. When this is done Clou-ruacnoi- se

is safe for centuries to come. Mr.
Graves Bhowtd one of the iron hooks on
which the wooden wiudow-shuU-)r- a of
the lesser tower at Clonmacnoise
were hung. lie found that these hooks had
been regularly let Into the stone-wor- k at the
building of the tower; grooves were made to
receive them, and they were fastened with
lead. The existence of these irons, and their
perfeet state, prove that the tower in question

it is admitted to be one of the least anuieut'in
Ireland cannot be so extremely old as enthu-
siasts declare. The digging at the base of this
tower, for putting down scaffold-poles- , hal
proved that, like the Kilkenny Hound Tower,
it was built in the church-yar- d earth, and
amidst previously-forme- d graves. The leaser
tower at Clonmacnoise. is built in connection
with the wall of the church of which it forms
a coeval part. The architectural deoorations
of the church are Romanesque. A pro-
posal to petition Parliament for an annual
grant of money for the preservation of Irish
monuments was heartily agreed to.

A project has been started for erecting a
suitable monument to Baily, the sculptor, in
Bristol. Jf course a line copy of "Hve at the
Fountain," which is in one of the public gal-
leries of that city, is a very effective and beau
tiful memorial of that great artist; but it is
not the less fitting that his fellow-citizen- s

should adorn their cathedral with a personal
monument of the man who shed so much
lustre on the city.
